ROM. XII. 18. 


If it be poſſible, as much as lieth in you, live peaceably with all 
Men. 


I MONG the various Precepts of Chriſtianity 
= % for the ſocial Condudt of Mankind, this is one 
A Jo of the Principal, which inforces Peace with 
all Men. Next to the univerſal Charity it 

tf F 
very Nature declares that all we are Brethren, 


commands, which in the Language of our 
follows the extenſive Peaceableneſs it injoins, as a natural In- 


ference, that therefore we ought ts have Peace one with ano- 


ther, as the beſt Method of promoting our general Happi- 
neſs. And, every one's Experience convinces him, how 
well that excellent Maxim is adapted to this Purpoſe : He 
that will Irve Life and fee good Days ; let him ſeek Peace and 
purſue it, Hence Chriſtians are fo often cautioned againſt all 
Kinds of Behaviour, that are deſtructive of the great Bleſſing 
of Peace,---that there be no Strife, Envyings, or Diviſions 
among us,---that all Bitterneſs, and Wrath, and Anger, and 
Clamour, and Evil-ſpeaking be put away from us, with all Ma- 
lice; and hence it is that we are ſo. frequently exhorted to 
be all of one Mind, endeavouring to keep the Unity of the Spirit,

in the Bond of Peace,---to ſhew all Meekneſs unto all Men,-=-t5 

fludy to be quiet and to do our own Buſmeſs,---to follow after 
the Things that make for Peace,---and, if it be poſſible, as much 
as lieth in ns, to live peaceably with all Men. 

As Chriſt deſigned that his Dz/ciples ſhould all Iive as oe 
Family, a Family of Love, and a Society of Peace ; he pre- 
ſcribes ſuch Regulations for their Conduct towards each other, 
as might ſtifle all undue Refentment, ſuppreſs all vexatious 
Litigiouſneſs, and prevent all revengeful Retaliation among 
them. "This was evidently his Intention, when, to reform 
the corrupt Morality of the Scribes and Phariſees, he tells his 
Diſciples. ---Ye have heard that it hath begn ſaid, an Eye for 
an Eye, and a Tooth for a Tooth. --- They had Dolled this 
Rule to private Revenge, which God had preſcribed to the 
Magiſtrate in the Adminiſtration of TFuſtice to their Society ; 
to prevent the worſe Conſequences of tolerating the lawleſs 
Retaliation of every one's private Reſentment. Our Lord 
recifies this groſs Abulſe.---But { ſay unto you, that ye reſ;/t 
not Evil ; but whoſoever ſhall fmite thee on thy right Cheek turn 
to him the «ther alſo.---Bear with, rather than reſent, ſo ſmall 
an Afront.---Nay, revenge not ſuch an Injury tho' it ſhould 
be repeated ; to avoid, if poſhble, the much greater Breach 
both of Peace and Charity between thee and thy Brother, that 
mult be the Conſequence of thy haſty rigorous Reſentment 
of an inconſiderable Offence : What 1s this but a Rule of ſe- 
, date Prudence, to prevent all unneceſlary, avoidable Diſtur- 
| ances among private Perſons, and allaying the Heat of 
[6 Paſjiom in One, by the "Temper of Diſcretion in Another. 
| The fame peaccable Maxim our Lord had delivered with 
reſpett to their Perſons, he extends alſo to their Property and 
jþ Liberty, when he fays, And if any Man will ſue thee at the 
þ Law and take away thy Coat, let him have thy Cloke alſo.---T o 
| ſtifle the Spirit of Litigiouſneſs, which indulged, will involve 
thee in much greater Inconveniencies, be content to ſuffer a 
ſmall [njutice, rather than by a rigorous Exaction of Juſtice 
to put thyſelf to a Trouble thou mayeſt eaſily avoid ; and 
for a very Trifle to make thy Brother thine Enemy. Ana, 

; swh:ſoever ſhall compel thee to-go a Mule, go with him twanm.--- 
i Sutter an inconſiderable Infringement of thy Lzberty, rather | 
: than by thy Reſentment indiſpoſe thy Brother to do thee any 
Kindneſs, or give him that Pretence in his Turn to thwart 
and diſoblige thee, when thou mayeſt be as deſirous of his 
i Aſlitance, and in as much want of his DireQion, $. 
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Each of theſe, from their apparent Reaſon, command our 
Approbation, as they are Rules of the juſteſt Prudence, and 
ought to be obſerved as the moſt practicable Means of the 
foctal Happineſs of Individuals. Leffer Evils ſhould be over- 
looked, to avoid the greater ; and ſmaller Inconyeniencies 
borne, to prevent the Diſturbance of Society. Indeed, its 
Diflolution could be at no great Diſtance, if Litigiouſneſs, 
Revenge and Retaliation were once to become the general 
Practice of its Members. In this View, what conſiderate 
Man would not readily ſubmit to theſe Regulations, which 
are dehgned only to extend to the /-f/er Offences of one Man 
againft another ? For reſtraining the greater, the Magiftrate 
muſt be applied to, for a due Execution of the Laws of So- 
ciety. But, if a/l Offences were to be determined by the 
incquitable Deciſion of private Reſentment ; the Magiſtrate 
would ceaſe to be the M:mfter of God for the Good of any 
Community, (he would bear the Sword in vain) and the 
Confequence muſt be, a lawleſs Confuſion. For this Rea- 
ſon, we are directed to ſubm:t owrſclves to every Ordinance 0 

Man for the Lord's Sake, who is a God of Order, of Har- 
mony, and of Peace. To ſupport and promote theſe, which 
are the beſt Means of the Happineſs of Society, the Goſ- 
pel directs Chriſtians upon all Occaſions, 7f zt be poſſible, as 
much as tieth in them, to live peaceably with all Men, 

"The general Obſervation of this Rule, would undoubted- 
ly ſecure the Happineſs of the whole I//orld, as well as of 
particular Socteties, But, it 1s not to be expected that the 
various, detached Communities which compoſe the /7orld; 
can be reſtrained and directed by it, until they al/ fubmit to 
confider themſelves, as the Groſpel does, as .one great Fam: ly, 
and each Society as a Part of that extenfive hole, whoſe 
general Flappineſs would be beſt promoted by the Love and 
Peaceableneſs of each collefive Body, as well as of each parti- 
cular [ndividual, | 

Until then, this excellent Rule of Chriſtianity will be 
confined in its Exerciſe and Extent to [nd/v:duals, or at 
moſt to the leſſer Communities of which States and Nations 
are compoſed. Until then, K:nodims that call themſelves 
Chriſtans, will, in Defiance of Chriſtianity, diſturb the Tran- 
quility of neighbouring Kingdoms, as they may be prompt- 
ed to it by the Caprice of Pawer, the Wantonneſs of 
Wealth, the Infatiableneſs of A4varice, or by the Rapine and 
Cruelty of Ambition, And, therefore until then, the Op- 
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preſſed muſt be at Liberty, in Vindication of their reſpec. 
tive Richts and Priveleges, to have Recourſe to their natu- 
ral Farce, by repelling the Inſults, by retrieving the 33 "noma 
and by diſabling their Oppreflors from diſturbing their Peace, 
For, until the Kingdoms and Nations can be reduced, like 
Individuals and ſmaller Societies, to behave to each other 
upon Chriſtian Principles, 1t becomes — for the Pre- 
ſervation of their very Being, that the injured Kingdoms and 
Nations ſhould return to the original Condition of Mankind, 
before the Eſtabliſhment of civil Society, by defending them- 
ſelves againſt their injurious Aflailants, and it they can, b 

depriving them of the Power of all future AQts of Hoſttlity. 
It is upon this Principle of Neceſſity and Self-Defenſe, that 
not only the Z:berty and the Property, but even the Life of a 
public Enemy may be takenff away for the Preſervation of 
our own; as he would otherwiſe deprive us both of the on, 
and of the other, Hence it is, that States and Nations curb 
and puniſh each other with this extreme Severity ;---becauſe 
they have not on Earth, like private Perſons, any comms 
Governor, on every Occaſion, and in a ſuitable Manner, to 
reſtrain their Injuſtice and Violence towards one another,--- 
nor can they themſelves do it, without lefſening the Num- 
ber of the Aftailants, in order to reduce their Power of in- 
juring, and to ſecure to themſelves future undiſturbed 'Tran- 


quility. 

In Cireumfances like theſe, it is not poſſuble; it is not 
long to be attempted; it /zeth not in vs; it cannot be requir- 
ed of us, to /:ve peaceably with Men notorious to all the 
World, as turbulent Enemies of Mankind, and as Monſters 
of Periidy, Injuſtice, Violence and Rapine.---- This 1s our 


very Caſe with regard to our injurious Neighbours of France, 


whoſe unbounded Ambition of Empire, and unjuſt, perfidi- 
ous Invaſion of Briti5 Rights, have not involuntarily im- 
broiled us in a //ar, tor the neceſſary Defenſe both of our 
civil and religious Liberties. If the moit folemn Engagements 
could have reſtrained the:r Depredations.----If the Faith of 
Treaties could haye ſecured or Perſons and Properties ;---- 
reſtleſs Ambition had not wantonly diſturbed our Peace, nor 
intdious /7elence barbarouſly atlhed our Poſſeſſtons.----But, 
the imminent Hazard of our 4/7}, has put us under the dila- 
rceable Neceſſity of ingaging in a Yar with that rapacious, 
nfatiable Nation, whoſe every public Behaviour towards Us, 
muſt convince the Y old, how much they are NN 
way 
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Peace,---and may confirm us in the Perſuafion how much it 
is their fixed Deſign to cut us off from being a Nation,---that 
the Name of England may be no more in Rementbrance, except 
as a mournful Captive, inflaved in the Chains of lawleſs Ty- 
ranny and bigotted Swuper/t:tion,----as an obſcure Province, 
dejected under the Frowns of her Conqueror, and difſpirited 
with Cruelties exceeding the. 'Tortures of putting her People 
under Saws, and under Harrows of Iron, and under Axes of 
fron. | 

But, O! forbid it Heaven! that ever Deſigns like theſe 
ſhould ſucceed againit a Nation that has been, for ſo many 
Ages, the peculiar Favourite of Providence, and the Glory 
and Envy of the whele Earth! Let not the People that have 
been exalted unta Heaven with Bleflings, now be brought 
dxwn to the Miſeries of Deſolation! Let not the goodly Vine 
that God's right Hand hath planted, and the Branch that he 
made fo ffrong for himſelf, be now cut down, and periſh at the 
Rebukes of his Countenance ! Let not the Boar out v tne Wood 
be permitted to waſte :t, nor the wild Beaſt of the Field be ſui- 
fered to devour it! Return, we beſecch thee, O God of Hoſts, 
luk down from Heaven, and behsid, and viſit this Vine! Turn 
ta us again, O Lord God of He/ls, fhew the Light of thy Coun- 
tenance upon us, and we ſhall ſtill be whole. 

Tho' the worſt that can befal us may be a fs Punifh- 
ment than our perſonal and national {niguitics have deſerved; 
let us however endeavour to avert the impending g-neral 
Doom ; firſt of all by an unfeigned Humiliation betore God z 
----by a dutiful Reſignation to his 7/7, who ruleth in the 
Armies of Heaven, and among the Inhabitants of the Earth ;---- 
and then, by vigorouſly exerting our utmoit Eftorts, in re- 
polling the yiolent Aſlaults of thoſe reſtleſs Diſturbers of our 

eace. 

In, our Humiliations before God, in whoſe Hands we are, 
how can we but deplore our general Depravity and Corrup- 
tion of Manners, thoſe improved Immoralities and Impieties 
of the preſent Age, that fink our national Expectations from 
his Protection fo very low! How have we abuſed both our 
ail and religirs Liberties, the Glory of the beſt Confi:tution 
in the World; like thoſe branded by the Apo/?le, who uſed 
their Liberty as a Cloke of Malictouſneſs, and not as the Ser- 
vants of God! Until our civil Libeity is in our Days de- 
generated into Lzcentiouſneſs of almoſt every Kind. Un- 
til our [nſenſibility, our [ngratitude under our religious Liberty, 


May be juſtly expected to have at length filled up the ie me 
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of our Tniquities, and provoked Heaven, for our Unprofitable. 
neſs under the Purity of the Goſpel, to take it from Us, ad 
zo give it to a Nation bringing forth the Fruits thereof! As, 
while we have this glorious Light from Heaven, we walk not 
7n the Light, as it becometh the Goſpel of Chriſt; 1t concerns us 
to attend with ſeriouſneſs to God's Caution to the Churc!: 
of Epheſus, who neglected it, and is fince become a deplora- 
ble Example to ſucceeding Ages.---Remember from whence 
thou art fallen, and repent, and do the firſt Works; or elſe { 
will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy Candleſtick out 
of its Place, except thou repent. 

Reſolved then to do our reſpective Parts towards a genera! 
Reformation, let us humbly reſign ourſelves to the divine 
Diſpoſal, with the pious King of //razl. Let us now fall n- 
#o the Hands of the Lord, for Fi Merces are great ;----and le 
2i5 not fall into the Hand of Man.----War is a Calamity to 
any People, and the Scourge of Providence, with which 
one Nation is permitted to chaſtize another for its Unduti- 
fulneſs and Diſobedience to the ſupreme Governor of the 
Univerſe. Even when his own peculiar People forgot God their 
Saviour, and provoked him to Anger with their Inventions; we 
find, thathe de/zvered their Strength into Captivity, andtherr Glory 
into the Enemies Hand.----T hey that hated them ruled over them, 
and they were brought into Subjeftion. When they were defiled 
27th their exon Works, many Times were they brought Inv fir 
Iniquity,-----Put, we find alſo, that when theſe ſevere Chai- 
tizements had brought them to a due Senfe of their Diiobe- 
dience, when they cried unto the Lord in their Trouble, he ſav- 
ed them out of their Diſtreſſes ;----He made not a full End of 
them; but he correfied them in Meaſure, and did not leave them 
altogether unpuniſhed, He is {till the ſame unchangeable 
Lord, long-ſuffering, and of great ns fore Iniguity 
end Tranſgreffim.---He may ſtill turn his Anger from us, arid 


not /#r wp all his Irath, to bring us to Deſolation.---- Let us 


. 


dutifully ſubmit ourſelves to his preſent Corre&tion,---hum- 
bly implore his Mercy,---reſtgnedly recommend ourſelves to 
his Difpoſal,---and chearfully return to our neglected Duty 
and Obcdience. And He may yet returu and leave a Bleffug 
bchind him,---and make us again glad with the wholſome De- 
fenſe of his right Hand. Such Wi{dem ts better than all the 
IVeapons of War without it. For, the Battle 7s not always 
to the Strong; neither fhall ur Sword alone ſave us,----But, it 
is that divine Providence, which uncontrouled, would }

When we have thus, with the conſcious Virtues and hum- 
ble Confidence of Chr:/f:ans, recommended ourielves to the 
divine Protection; we may not only depend on Heaven for 
Succeſs, in fcattering our Enemies that delight in War.---But, 
we may alſo with a more rational, manly, and chriſtian 
Courage, make Ule of our natural Force in the Defenſe of our 
Juſt Rights and invaluable Privileges, as Engliſhmen and Pro- 
teflants. When theſe are again as reſolutely as injuriouſly 


; conteſted with us, what Favour and Afiſtance may we not 


hope for from the Almighty Benefactor that graciouſly be- 
ſtowed, that often fignally preſerved them to us, if we ſin- 
cerely endeavour to deſerve their Continuance, and to tranf- 
mit them inviolable to our lateſt Poſterity ! 

Let us then, by a worthy Uſe of theſe and of all other
